"The people of the Pacific coast 


have received from the early pio- 
neers a spirit of enterprise and of 
initiative that has ever marked, the 
progress of the Pacific states. It is

great war. Imbued with the spirit 
of their ancestors, they reauired but 
very little military training to place 
them on an equal footing with the 
best troops in Europe. 
Their forti- 


tude and their valor, their patience 
in training and their gallantry m 
battle were surpassed by no troops 
in the American army. This same 
aggressiveness has enabled the peo- 
ple of the Pacific coast, and

OUTLETS F01D 
FOR WINE mm 


Grapes from the wine sections ot 


California are likely to find a num- 
ber of outlets .never thought of while 
the making- and selling of wine was 
permitted in the United States. Sev- 
eral euch outlets were indicated by 
experiences during the v^ntasc 
u£ 


1919, according to specialists of the 
United State* department of agri- 
culture who recently visited the wine 
srape regions. The problem, how- 
ever, is still a big- one. 


Kot onlj are uses and markets 


to be found for the product of 175,- 
000 acres of wine \meyards but for 
the considerable portions of 
table 
and nism varieties that 
formerly 
were made into brandy The leading 
variety of raisin grape, the Alexan- 
dria, usually has a heavy second 
crop, which matures too late for 
drying, and this was formerly used 
in brandy making 
Of the leading 


shipping grape, the Flame Tokay, 
only the best clusters are usually 
shipped for table purposes, and the 
mfenor clusters were converted into 
brandy 
Now, other markets mus* 


be found for the culls of raisin and 
table grapes. 
During thie past season there was 
a very heavy demand, at higlx prices 
for an} thing that could be called 
grapes. Only a few growers, there- 
fore;, attempted expenments in find- 
ing new uses, and these few experi- 
ments were incomplete, but they in- 
dicate probably satisfactory results 
•when, they are more, lully tried. , 
At least 4000 tears of fresh wine 


grapes were shipped into the eastern 
states and made into so-called non- 
alcoholic wines and grape syrup A 
large 
gallonage 
of 
unfermented 


juices was made, a large per cent 
being pastiurized and put tip in 50- 
gallon barrels. 
Much of this 
has 


already been shipped east. 
Considerable work was 
done 
in 


snn-dryingr and dehydrating wine 
grapes, and the product 
found 
a 
ready market at prices much, higher 
than those paid for raisins.

Bierce on Singular Ways of Juror* 


We mustn't suppose that the idiosyncracies of 


juries is something new. It has long been an 
adage that ''^ou. never can tell what a jury will 
do.'' The recent glaring instances only direct at- 
tention a little more forcibly to the subject More 
than a quarter of a century ago the great cynic 
and satirist, Ambrose Bierce, paid his respects to 
the institution. This is the way in which, he 
treated it: "In the ancient city of Hohokus once 
stood a monument of colossal size and impressive 
dignity. It was erected by public subscription to 
the memory of a man whose only distinction con- 
sisted in a single term of service as a juror in a 
r«^«-. n:""'1"** •K>;°1 ft"* iWnils of which have 
not come down to us. This occupied the court 
and held the public attention f^r many weeks, 
being bitterly contested by buth prosecution and 
defense. When at last it was given to the jury 
by the judge in the most celebrated charge that 
had ever been delivered from the bench a ballot 


TV as taken at once. The jury stood eleven for 
acquittal and one for conviction. And so it stood 
at every ballot of the more thau fifty that were 
lakeu during the fortnight that Hie jury was 
locked up for deliberation. Moreover, fhe dis- 
senting juror would not argue the matter; he 
would listen with patient attention while his 
eleven 
indignant opponents thundered 
their 


opinions into his cars, even when they supported 
them -with threats of personal violence; but not 
a word would he utter. At last a disagreement 
was formally entered, the jury discharged and 
the obstinate juror chased from the city by the 
maddened populace. Despairing of success in an- 
other trial, and publicly admitting his belief in 
the prisoner's innocence, the public prosecutor 
moved for his release, which the judge ordered, 
with remarks plainly indicating his own belief 
that the wrong man had been tried.
